Letcher County boy in this 
“Man’s Army” who is just a 
little closer to the waring 
world in far off Australia, 
“Way Down Under.” 

Australia is a very fine 
country and the people and 
everyday life, being so much 
like our own in the States 
makes it easier for us to make 
friends and enjoy ourselves- 
Yes, I can truthfully say that 
the Americans in Australia 
are enjoying’ themselves very 


much because it’s more or less| ¢ 


a novelty but there will never 
be a place equal to home so 
we are looking forward to the 
day when we can return and 
take life as it was before we 
had to say good-by to our na~ 
tive shores. 

I've received quite a few 
Mountain Eagles since I’ve 
been here, the last one dated 
July 9, 1942, in which I notic- 
ed letters from several of our 
Letcher County boys. I know 
that a lot of them are also ze- 
ceiving the Good Old Meun- 
tain Eagle and I'll take this 
privilege and say Hello to all 
of them. The going gets awful 
hard sometimes but being 
Kentuckians I know that you 
can take it, come what may.

From “Somewhere” 


“Somewhere” 
Aug. 9, 1942. 
Dear Editor: 

Just a short letter from an 
ardent and faithful reader of 
the good old Mountain Eagle 
way down here on the other 
side of the Equator. Up until 
my enlistment in the Marine 
Corps I resided in the little 
County Seat of Letcher Coun- 
ty with my parents where I 
spent my happy boyhood days 
and went to school. 

Some of the happiest days 
of my life were spent while I 
was attending grade and high 
school in Whitesburg. While 
attending Whitesburg High 1 
wrote a few articles for the 
school which were published 
by The Eagle and I also work- 
ed for The Eagle in a minor 
capacity at one time- 

My parents now reside in 
Louisville, having moved 
there just before I became a 
“Devil Dog”. However my 
legal address in the Marine 
Corps is Monroe Bridge, Mass. 
since that if the home of my 
wife the former Olivia Evelyn 
Francesgetti. I have been in 
the Marine Corps since Sept- 
ember, 1940, having enlisted 
at Cincinnati, Ohio. 

I am a machine gunner or 
the number one man in a gun 
squad of machine gun com- 
pany. I am a Private First 
Class and hope to make Cor- 
poral soon. I have been ‘in 
this Company since joining it 
in January, 1941, and like it 
very much. This is my sec- 
ond time to do foreign shore 
duty and it also promises to 
be more exciting than my six 
months in . 

Due to strict naval censor- 
ship I cannot disclose where 
I am or what I am doing but 
T'll be fighting Japs instead 
of Germans—you can get on 
that! The natives on this 
island treat us like a member 
of the family, so I'm having 
lots of fun and adventures. 

The natives live in grass 
huts made from Cocanut trees 
just like you see in the movies 
or read about, They live al- 
most entirely upon the land. 
However, they raise cows, 
chickens, ducks, hogs and 
Rorses here. The natives eat 
very little meat. 

Native fruits that are plen- 
tiful here are Cocoanuts, ban- 
anas, oranges, tangerines, 
lemons, lime, pineapples, 
breadfruit, mammy apples 
and coca. Vegetables that are 
grown here on a very smail 
scale are green beans, toma- 
toes, cucumber, lettuce, onions 
beets, radish, hot pepper, taro 
root and some sugar cane is 
grown.

The people here are very, 
very religious, in fact I per- 
sonally think the natives here 
are the most religious people 
in the world today. There 
must be more churches here 
for percentage of population 
than any place else in the 
world. 

Churches are almost as 
common as restaurants back 
in the States and they are as 
crowded as a Theatre when 
it is playing, “To the Shores 
of Tripoli”! If the world fol- 
lowed the customs of the nas| 
tives here we would never 
have another war! Anyone 
who ever comes here will be 
surprised to know that such a 
group of people still exist in 
this war-torn world 

Well, I could go on writing

about the natives, their cus- 
toms and my travels and ad- 
ventures as a Marine forever 
but there comes a time when 
even a Devil Dog gets hungry 
and there goes chow call, so 
I will have to close until some 
later date. I will be more 
than glad to hear fram any 
of my old friends in Eastern 
Kentucky and promise to ans- 
wer al letters. 

We get mail here about ev- 
ery six weeks and next to 
reading letters from home or 
my wife, I will be found read- 
ing the old Eagle in my spare 
time, so keep the Old Bird) 
flying Mr. Editor—O. K. So 
long from this island of Para- 
dise on the other side of the 
Equator. 

For travel, adventure and 
romance join Uncle Sam's 
fighting Devil Dogs, on the 
land, at sea and in the air. 1 
found all these my first two 
years.

Medical missionaries and 
health officials in the Belgian) 
Congo, Africa, where it is cus- 
tomary for the white man to 
fight malaria by doses of qui- 
nine every day, are greatly 
concerned over the lack of 
that and other drugs because 
of the war. According to Dr. 
Arthur L. Piper, for twenty- 
five years in charge of the 
Methodist Hospital at Kapan- 
ga, the small amount of qui- 
nine raised in the Congo will 
not be nearly sufficient for 
everyday needs. “Scientists 
in Germany developed atra- 
bine several years ago, and 
this can be manufactured and 
replace quinine, but there 1s 
none of it to be bought in the 
Congo,” he says. “Substitutes 
notwithstanding, there are go- 
ing to be a lot of deaths all 
through the malarial countries 
due to the grabbing of Java 
(principal source of quinine) 
by the Japanese.”

“Tractored out, dried out, 
or eroded out, some two mil- 
lion human beings, mostly 
‘native whites’, are now mi- 
grants in America, following 
the crops,” said Dr. Mark A. 
Dawber, of the Home Mis- 
sions Conference of North 
America, in a recent study of 
this country’s migrant labor 
and farm problem. “At wag- 
es which would be a disgrace 
in Europe, pregnant women 
and small ragged children la- 
bor in sugar beets, berries, 
onions, and other truck crops. 
For the time being, owing to 
the expansion of the war ef- 
fort, some of the worst: ele- 
ments of the migratory labor 
problem in agriculture are 
disappearing. In some states 
there is a real shortage of la- 
bor, and crops are perishing. 
But this is only temporary. 
After the war we may expect 
the problem to reappear in 
more acute form.”

> BEANS AND PEAS 
FROM WEEVILS 


Saving seed is merely a 
matter of gathering the pods 
just before they shatter. The 
real problem is to keep it ua- 
hagmed by the weevils. These 
ame from eggs that are laid 
o@ the seed. There are several 
wrys to destroy the weevils. 

One is to sift among the 
seeds hydrated lime enough| 
to close all spaces. Another is] 
tole ‘the seed 30 minutes} 
at 135 degrees. If higher, the} 
seed germ may be kiiled, and 
if lower, the eggs may sur- 
vive and hatch. 

The most sure and safe way 
is to treat the seed with car- 
bon disulfid. This ehanges in- 
to a gas that kills the eggs but 
does not harm to germination 
or to flavor. Containers must 
be used that can be made ab- 
solutely ai: ht, and this is 
the procedure. Fill the con- 
tainer, put in the correct 
amount of the chemical, let 
stand 24 hours, paur into a 
flat vessel for the odor to leave | 
and store in insect-tight bags 
or boxes so that more eggs 
may not be laid. Keep in dry 
place. If the treating vessel 
is a quart Jar, use 1-2 teaspoon 
of carbon disulfid; for a hali- 
gallon jar, 1 teaspoon, and for 
a 50-Ib. lard can, 4 tablespoo 
Carbon disulfid is HIGHLY 
EXPLOSIVE; use it outside 
the house as on em airy porch.
